DeGrasse: 



Energy search escalates

The United States' overriding 
concern with military 
supremacy is holding the world 
hostage to the increasing in- 
ternational tension, says 
Robert DeGrasse of the New 
York-based Council for 
Economic Priorities. 

"Defence spending is 
overheating the technological 
sector of the economy by 
robbing investment from the 
rest,” said DeGrasse to a 
McGill audience last night. 

"The new administration 
says they’re going to take the 
USSR to its wor d when it talks 
of taking over the world and 
that's how it’s going to ap- 
proach them — by going back 
to the days of John Foster 
Dulles and the Cold War. By 
suddenly ending détente, the 
US has strained the NATO 
alliance, increasing world 
tensions," said DeGrasse. 

DeGrasse noted that NATO 
currently outspends the 
Warsaw pact, in spite of the 
fact that it doesn't have to 
protect a long border (such as 
that between the USSR and 
China). 

He said the Western press is 
largely responsible for public 
acceptance of the status quo in 
defence expenditures. 

"Journalists eat up and buy 
most Pentagon press releases. 
Their narrow opinion reflects 
that of the Pentagon," said 
DeGrasse. 

He said that oil-producing 
countries are using levers to 
control Western behavior. 

"An example of that is 
Mexico telling Reagan to stay 
out of South America. Nigeria 
could demand that the West act 
against apartheid just as they 
gained support for the Patriotic 
Front," he said. 

DeGrasse said that a 



western policy of using the 
nuclear deterrent to assure 
access to energy resources 
could possibly lead to war. 

"The president of the largest 
aerospace union in the US 
acknowledges that the arms 
race is an irrational and self- 
fulfilling prophesy; nuclear war 
may result from the energy 
search," he said. 

“Sixty percent of federal 
research and development 
funds in the last 30 years have 
been spent on military projects. 
The US could cut 25-50 per cent 
of oil imports and add 15,000 
jobs a year if the money being 
spent on the MX missile went 
into energy-efficient projects," 
he said. 

"Nuclear power plants could 
not possibly decrease our 
dependence on oil in the short 
term; it's four times the price of 
OPEC oil and requires massive 
amounts of capital; pinches the 
pocketbook and limits the 
creativity of individuals." 

Ann Gertler, a member of the 
panel, noted, "There is a woeful 
lack of long-term economic 
planning. 

“Reaganism tries to brain- 
wash us into thinking that we’re 
talking about competitive 
markets when we’re talking 
about oligopolistic markets," 
she said. 

Professor Fred Knelman of 
Concordia noted that there is 
no limit to cost in the high- 
technology field and that 
spending on these projects is 
like "begging for inflation." 

"The inflation rate for 
military or nuclear spending is 
double the monetary rate. What 
we're talking about is a political 
economy In which their (the 
US’s) energy and military policy 
is an expression. We have to 
find a way to subvert that 
system in a peaceful way," he 
said.

ASUS storms pub, kills quorum

The executive committee of 
the Arts and Science Un- 
dergraduate Society (ASUS) 
knowingly attempted to amend 
the ASUS constitution illegally 
at a meeting last night. 

The four amendments 
proposed by council member 
Pat Macklem were intended to 
clarify some ambiguous 
references to ASUS’s- im- 
peachment procedures and to 
redefine the obligations of the 
ASUS president at council 
meetings. 



The problem facing the ASUS 
council was that the ASUS 
constitution requires a quorum 
of 50 students to legally pass 
an amendment. However, aside 
from the ASUS council, only 
three students were present at 
the meeting. 

After a heated debate about 
the implications of illegally 
amending the constitution, Arts 
student Bruce Ness got the 
council to adjourn for a few 
minutes. Ness and the council 
then proceded to round up the 
requisite 50 students bv in-

Once assembled the 
gathering amended the con- 
stitution to eliminate quorum 
requirements. Council then 
proceeded to pass their 
amendments. 

When theyw ere finished, 
Council returned the quorum 
requirements. 

"A better amending formula 
must be found," said Ness. 

When asked what council 
would have done had they not 
rounded up the requisite 
number of students, Howard 
Gold, ASUS president said: 
"We would have gone ahead 
and done' it (passed the 
amendments unconstitu- 
tionally).” 

Gold also said that council 
had been acting on last year's 
constitution, and that "last 
year’s council did It." 

"This meeting will go down 
in history,” said Caroline Pryor, 
Science rep. 

"A classic," added Macklem. 



faculty, as particularly regards 
academic matters, which is 
most of what we deal with," 
Scott said. 

"The control of these 
decisions by degree candidates 
is essentially a conflict of in- 
terest," he said. 

The proposal was introduced 
by Law Undergraduate Society 
(LUS) vice-president (Civil Law) 
Andy Etcovitch as an amend- 
ment to a report by the 
Council's ad hoc committee on 
faculty government. 

The addition of the two 
students would increase the 
number of student represen- 
tatives to six, and raise the 
student-professor ratio on 
Council from approximately 
one to eight, to one to five. 

"What is being proposed is a 
1 to 5 ration," Etcovitch said. 

"It would still be the lowest 
ratio of any law school in 
Canada." 

Scott said he opposed 
student representation on 
faculty bodies on principle and 
would remove the four student 
positions currently on the 



council, if he were able. 

"What happens to an 
educational system when an 
important or potentially im- 
portant decision-making power 
is given to those on whom the 
whip is laid, and they are given 
an element of control?" he 
said. 

"If students can convince 
professors who must remain in 
complete and unequivocal 
control of this faculty, these 
changes will be made," he said. 

Debate was cut off after 
Professor Scott due to a time 
limit, but student represen- 
tatives say they do not believe 
Scott's views are represen- 
tative of other faculty members. 

"You should not overesti- 
mate the seriousness of 
Professor Scott’s remarks,” 
said Etcovitch. 

“Some of his remarks are 
meant to be taken in fun.” 

Cliff Rank, LUS president, 
said the debate went much as 
he expected it would. 

"We always knew how 
Professor Scott felt,” Rand 
said.

Hundreds of Concordia students were evacuated from the 
Hall Building on de Maisonneuve yesterday afternoon while 
the rapacious flames of intolerance charred the set of Les 
Fées ont Soif In the D.B. Clarke Auditorium yesterday af- 
ternoon. The theatre was empty at the time but it took 
firemen one-half hour to contain the blaze. The “con- 
troversial” play had opened Tuesday night and was 
scheduled to run until Sunday night, with all tickets reserved. 
MUC police have launched a full-scale investigation into the 
fire as they suspect arson. 

You may recall that Les Fées ont Soif first appeared in 
Montreal two years ago at Théâtre du Nouveau Monde, to the 
protests ol Catholic extremists, who picketed the theatre 
and sought an Injunction against its performance. Their case 
was thrown out of court. The Concordia production was the 
first English presentation of Denise Boucher’s play. The play 
was directed and performed by Concordia students.

"On Tuesday the Redmen 
found out who was boss, 
their record is now five wins 
and one loss." 

Our McGill Redmen put an 
end to their five game winning 
streak, losing badly to the 
Bishop’s Gaiter’s, 83-64. McGill 
held on to first place despite 
the loss. 

The Redmen performance 
was a complete reversal of the 
prior meeting between these 
two teams. To help the 
Bishop's cause even more, 
guards Mike and Andy Mullins 
put on a shooting exhibition 
scoring 43 points between 
them, 24 for Andy and 19 for 
Mike. 

With six minutes gone by in 
the first half and the score only 
8 • 4 for McGill it was evident 
that both teams were playing 
lackadaisically, missing easy 
opportunities and turning the 
ball over frequently.

Two minutes later the score 
was 13 - 8 for Bishop’s and 
McGill had called its first of 
many timeouts for the night. 

Three minutes later the score 
was 25 - 8 and McGill was 
seemingly out of it. Bishop's 
had reeled off 21 unanswered 
points in the span of five 
minutes. 

The McGill defence had 
collapsed allowing the Gaiters 
easy penetration and good 
percentage shots. Offensively, 
It wasn't the same Redmen 
team that won the first five 
games. There was no 
movement, the cutting wasn’t 
sharp and they displayed little 
patience, hence that offence 
committed 17 turnovers in the 
first half, twice that of Bishop's 
for the entire game.

“Then I sat in the stands a few 
times and I wanted to come 
back and I wanted to play. And 
then when I came back, I was 
just a bit scared. Even though 
I'd been on the team for four 
years. I had quit for three weeks 
and was being put on the spot 
again. ..I had to work myself 
back into the line-up." 

Work himself back into the 
line-up? Could that be why he’s 
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as a center. A few years later, 
however, he switched to 
defence because, as he says, "I 
don’t have a great shot but I'm 
a good, strong skater. That’s 
how I got so far." 

Ed's not only a good strong 
skater, he's a good strong hitter 
too. With his 6’1”, /190-pound 
frame, Ed is one of the bigger 
men on the team, and is con- 
sidered to be adequately rough. 
"I don’t have to hit a guy to 



get into the game, although 
that helps," says Vlasic. “All I 
have to do is make a good pass 
or get a good shot away." 

Ed’s McGill career has been 
under the direction of former 
coach Herb Madill and present 
coach Ken Tyler. Although 
each coach has his own style, 
Eddie feels "I’ve learned a lot 
here with Herb and 
Ken. But I think I've 
learned the most by 
just playing against 
good teams and re- 
membering what I’ve 
done wrong in the 
past."
